“One does not expect incompe- 
tency from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation or former 
RFC officials,” the colorful rebel 
railroad financier added pointedly. 

Chairman Charles W. Tobey of 
the Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee, which is conducting 
the hearings on the RFC’s $80,- 
000,000 loan to the B.&O., has 
charged that a group of proteges 
of former Commerce Secretary 
Jesse H. Jones engineered a 
“fraudulent bafhkruptcy” of the 
B.&O. in 1944 in order to freeze 
control of the railroad in its 
hands, 

Young, who in the past has as- 
sailed control of the nation’s ma- 
jor railroads by Wall Street finan- 
cial interests, stated categorically 
that he agreed with Senator Tobey 
that the B. & O. bankruptcy three 
years ago was wholly unnecessary. 

$31,000,000 Diverted. 

He cited figures to show that 
the road was in sound position 
in 1944 to repay at least $50,000,- 
000 of its RFC loan. Instead, he 
contended, the railroad “strangely 
diverted” $31,000,000 in cash to the

WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP)— 
Harold E. Stassen, although say- 
ing he favors the $400,000,000 
Greek-Turkish aid program, de- 
Clared today it would be a “tragic” 
mistake for the United States to 
arm an all-out offensive against 


Greek Government, 

At a news conference where he 
discussed the program, the former 
Minnesota Governor also termed 
the general doctrine back of Presi- 
dent Truman's policy a negative 
one. 

He said he indorses the aid pro- 
gram in the form approved by the 
Senate but hopes that military ex- 
penditures will not be such as to 
bring about a full scale civil war 
in Greece. Instead, Stassen said, 
the United States should concen- 
trate on attempting to build a 
stable administration in Greece 
which by its very prosperity 
would weaken the appeal of Com- 
munism to the mountain guer- 
rillas. 

House debate on the Greek- 
Turkish aid bill, which had been 
scheduled to open today, was 
postponed until tomorrow because 
of the death of Representative 
Charles L.. Gerlach (Rep.) 
Pennsylvania, a member of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee. 

“Positive Approach” Urged, 

A reporter asked Stassen if he 
opposes the “global implications” 
of President Truman’s proposal to 
support “free peoples” wherever 
they are threatened from within 
and from without by Communism. 

I recognize the futility of a 
negative policy of simply being 
against something,” Stassen re- 
plied. “It is imperative that 
America adopt a positive, con- 
structive approach to the economic 
and political problems of the peo- 
“a of oe world,”

“We should not finance, arm or 
advise an all-out military offensive 
against the Greeks in the moun- 
tains in opposition to the govern- 
ment.

Stassen, an avowed candidate 
for the 1948 Republican presiden- 
tial nomination, met with re- 
porters after releasing over the 
weekend the transcript of an in- 
terview he had April 9 with Rus- 
sian Prime Minister Stalin. The 
Soviet leader was quoted as say- 
ing, among other things, that the

the “vague and confusing” terms 
of the Potsdam agreement for part 
of the failure of the Big Four for-

This afternoon, however, no re- 
captures had been reported of fi- 
ctally other than the 19 taken 
shortly after the daylight break- 
out, executed under cover of a 
blazing attack by the Irgun Zval 
Leumi underground gang. 
Official figures listed 16 killed 
and 20 wounded in and as a result 
of the spectacular attack. 
Two Jewish settlements in the 
area where Biblical students say 
King Saul fell before the Phili- 
stines were combed. At least 10 
others were cordoned off. 
The British Sixth Airborne Di- 
vision troops, police patrols and 
mounted forces of the Trans-Jor- 
dan Arab Legion, whose officers 
are British, combined to spread 
the net over Palestine from the 
all-Arab city of Acre to Nazareth 
to Galilee and north into the wood- 
ed green plains where the River 
Jordan forms and flows south. In 
these plains and nearby rocky 
ridges, authorities believed most of 
the fugitives had fled afoot. 
Jews, 183 Arabs Filed. 
An Official statement said a to- 
tal of 33 Jews, escaped and four 
later were killed. The total of 
Arabs who broke out was set at 
183 and one was killed. Earlier, 
the army had said 60 Jews and 191 
Arabs fled. 
A total of 613 inmates were in 
the prison at the time of the out- 
break. Of these 168 were Jews, in. 
cluding 58 classified as lunatic 
prisoners. There were 450 Arabs 
including 56 lunatics. 
The latest official statement 
recaptures, previously announced 
at 19, but said a number of Arabs 
had surrendered. Bight of those 
recaptured were wounded. Nine 
of those recaptured were known 
to be Arabs, 


Beside the convicts killed, six of 
the Jewish attackers, dressed in 
British Army garb, were killed.

The escape was through a two- 
yard hole blasted in the wall of 
the ancient citadel. 

A Jewish Agency spokesman 
condemned the attack, declaring 
that “this shows once again the 
irresponsibility of terror and its 
suicidal character.” 

One center of the manhunt was 
the ancient Jewish town of Safad, 
where the bodies of four Jewish 
extremists, executed two weeks 
ago, were buried, 

Authoritative sources reported, 
meanwhile, that an investigation 
into the circumstances surround- 
ing the delivery had been 
launched on a high level. 

A number of the fugitives—both 
Jews and Arabs—were serving life 
terms, 

Prison attaches in Acre reported 
that the prison was first pene 
trated by a small band of “com- 
mandos” dressed in Army gear 
and led by a Jew in the uniform 
of a captain in the Royal En- 
gineers, The party boldly placed 
ladders against the prison wall 
from the roof of an adjoining 
Turkish bath and blasted open 
two heavily grilled windows with 
small explosive charges. 

The party then climbed through 
the windows into a long corridor 
of the prison and blasted. open 
two iron gates inside, freeing pris- 
oners gathered in the courtyard. 

The wall was breached simul- 
taneously by other attackers. 

Part of the fleeing prisoners 
passed through the Turkish bath, 
where 30 women were taking ad- 
vantage of “ladies’ day.” 

Irgun Claims Credit. 

Irgun Zvai Leumi! immediately 
Claimed credit for engineering the 
prison break. In a “communique” 
issued to Hebrew newspapers, 
Irgun said: 

“Today at 4 p.m. our soldiers 
attacked a fortress at Acre in 
order to liberate our brethren who 
are languishing in prison. Further 
details will be announced as soon 
as possible.” 

Acre prison, a former Crusader 
citadel, was the scene two weeks 
ago of the hanging of Dov Bela 
Gruner and three other niembers 
of the Jewish underground con- 
demned for anti-British violence. 
A week after their execution two 
other members of the under- 
ground committed suicide in the 
same prison just before they 
were scheduled to go to the gal- 
lows, 

Only last week the British an- 
nounced they had discovered and 
foiled an attempt to effect a mass 


delivery from the prison through 
a tunneling operation.

WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP)— 
Senator Taft of Ohio called on 
Senate and House Republicans to-

Taft, who heads the Senate Re- 
publican policy committee, told a 
reporter he would name a sub- 
committee soon to confer with a 
similar House group on general 
policy toward measures which 
call for increased federal expendi- 
tures at a time when the party 
is trying to cut President Tru- 
man’s budget. 

„J think we should have a Re 
publican policy on these matters 
and decide what we want to do 
in this session of Congress about 
the proposed expansion of some 
Government activities while we 
are cutting down on others,” he 
said. 

He made it plain that, despite 
his sponsorship of bills to pro- 
vide housing, health and educa- 
tion assistance, he is willing to 
abide by the composite Republi- 
can decision on these and similar 
matters. 

Question to Be Answered. 

One question to be settled is 
whether there will be enough 
money available to expand any 
domestic Government services in 
the light of what he said was a 
four-billion-dollar outlay of for- 
eign expenditures projected by 
Truman in the year beginning 
next July 1. 

House Republicans already have 
encountered stron 
resistance in trimming the annual 
appropriations bills, and Senate 
G. O. P. members expect the same 
reaction. 

With Congress beginning its 
fifth month, the Republicans soon 
must decide whether they intend 
to 
passage of such major legislation 
as that affecting labor regulation, 
tax reduction and foreign relief 
and assistance so they can go 
home about Aug. 1.

Pians for Fire Protection. 

“There isn’t any argument that 
the city hasn't been doing some 
of the things which have been 
done by the Navy,” Kinsey said. 
“We have a fire engine which 
will be replaced by a newer one 
as soon as the Navy’s fire ‘ight- 
ing apparatus moves out. Our 
fire equipment will probably be 
combined With general crash serv- 
ices. At present, the Navy fur- 
nishes crash services. . 

“Construction equipment is plen- 
tiful, and we expect to be able to 
pick up wrecking equipment of the 
type the Navy has from this mar- 
ket. Our clinic services will take 
care of medical emergencies. At 
present, the clinic has a physician 
on duty at stated hours, and on 
call at other times.” 

The Navy maintains a 

crash truck and a crew trained in 
fighting aircraft fires, another fire 
truck for other types of fires, 
wrecking equipment, a hospital, 
and two rotary snow plows. The 
latter were sent here by the Navy 
during the winter. They are val- 
ued at $18,000 each, Kinsey said 
the city would purchase a rotary 
snow plow. 

He said he could not estimate 
the cost of the equipment and 
services to the city, but it “would 
be a relatively minor cost in the 
operation of a large airport. The 
fire equipment will probably not 
co more than $25,000, for exam- 
pie.” : 


St. Louis Airfield to Remain Open 

During Building of Runway. 

Lambert-St. Louis Field, which 
was to be closed to commercial 
airliners for about a month this 
summer because of construction 
of a new runway, will remain open 
while work is in progress, Milton 
M. Kinsey, president of the Board 
of Public Service, told the Post- 
Dispatch today. 

A new east-west runway will in- 
tersect with the junction of the 
present northsouth and north- 
west-southeast runways, and it 
will be necessary to tear up the 
old pavement at the juncture to 
make a smooth intersection. This 
is expected to be about June 15, 
and it will be about four weeks 
before the new pavement is ready 
for use, Kinsey said. At a recént 
meeting at the airport, Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration representa- 
‘tives voiced no objections to keep- 
ing the field open during con- 
struction, he added. The airlines 
will use their own judgment as to 
continued use of the field, Kin- 
sey said, but have not indicated 
what their decision will be. 

Kinsey said about 5500 feet of 
the present north-south runway 
will remain intact. The new run- 
way will eventually connect with 
another portion to be built in the 
new section of the airport, to make 
a 8800-foct strip. About half is 
being built now. Grading and

Work Stoppage at 2 
Places by ‘Inside Work- 
ers Has Forced 73 
Others to Close. 


CHICAGO, May 5 (AP) — A 
spokesman for the Associated Milk 
Dealers, representing 75 dairies in 
the Chicago area, said today a 
strike of some 900 “inside work- 
ers” at two dairies had forced 73 
other member dairies to close.

Evidences of this show up not 
only in the press and periodic 
five-year plan progress reports but 
also are visible for hundreds of 
miles along the railway that runs 
from Moscow through Smolensk 
to Brest-Litovsk, Warsaw and 
western Europe. 


After seven weeks in Moscow at 
the foreign ministers conference, 
I have just completed a trip over 
this railway and on through War- 
saw, Berlin, Brussels and Calais 
to London. I traveled on a special 
train with the British conference 
delegation, and the four-day jour- 
ney provided a study in contrasts 
between the Soviet Union and 
Poland, Germany, France and 
England. 


Behind in Development, 


Generally, the trip showed that 
the Soviet Union, despite the driv- 
ing power of its Communist lead- 
ership and its ambitious economic 
plans, has still a long road ahead 
before reaching the industrial de- 

velopment of the western nations 
and producing a population with 
the individual skills and initiative 
of the western peoples. 


In Russia there are still count- 
less tons of twisted steel wreck- 
age of railroad cars, locomotives, 
rails, tanks and trucks rusting 
along the railway and beside the 
black earth of newly plowed fields. 
For scores of miles on the ap- 
proaches to Smolensk, bomb pits, 
shallow trenches and caved-in 
eg spread over the pasture- 
lands, 


There is little livestock in the 
fields between Moscow and Brest- 
Litovsk. New houses being built 
in the White Russian countryside 
are almost entirely of the log cab- 
in variety. Virtually no stone or 
brick construction is to be seen. 
Asphalt and concrete highways do 
not appear to exist, and while a 
few roads have cobblestone sur- 
faces, most are rutted trails. 

These observed facts help pose 
the problem of Russian recovery 
and industrialization. They do not

“Not only have there been glar- 
ing omissions in so far as time 
for labor broadcasts is concerned, 
but many abuses of censorship, 
discrimination and other un-demo- 
cratic tactics have been noted.” 

Carey was insistent particularly 
on what he described as the un- 
fairness of time allotments on 
questions affecting the “tough la- 
bor legislation now before Con- 


This legislation, he asserted, was 
written by the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, He accused 
N.A.M. of refusing to debate pub- 
licly with labor leaders.

In response to further questions, 
he said the RFC has been playing 
power politics both with the rail- 
roads and with New York invest- 
ment houses.

USSIAN foreign policy has “gone back to normalcy”—Commu- 
nist party line normalcy, that is. This means that the best the 
United States can hope for is an armed truce unless and until 


the Soviets change their minds again. This is the sober judgment 
of men here who ought to know what they are talking about. 


In the Communist view, Com- 
munism can't live in the same 
world with liberal, capitalistic de- 
mocracy. It is “we or they,” the 
prophets of Communism have al- 
ways preached, and still preach, 

Marxists of the Third Interna- 
tionale argue that capitalism is 
doomed; its own inner weak- 
messes will cause its decay and 
collapse. Also, the Soviet system 
is much better, according to Com- 
munist preachings, and is there- 
fore bound to win the workers of 
the world in the long run, 


But, Communists say, capitalism 
fs still strong. And when the 


capitalist countries see the hand- 


writing on the wall, weg ets at- 
tack the Soviet Union. ey will 
do this in a desperate attempt to 
destroy their rival and save them- 
selves, Red prophets insist. So 
there can't be such a thing as 
real peace between Russia and 
the western world. 

Even if there could be, there 
shouldn't be, Communists say. 

Soviet Wartime Policy. 


This, then, is the broad, general 
Communist theory of what is hap- 
pening in the world, and what is 
going to happen. 

The Soviets didn't act on this 
theory for a while during the 
war. At least they didn't seem to 
be acting on it. A good many 
people hoped that the Russians 
had given up their theory for 
good. This hope helps explain 
United States wartime policy 
toward Russia. 

But the evidence now seems 
to show that the Soviets have 
gone back to their original the- 
ory, if they ever gave it up. At 
the same time, the Russians have 
embarked on a world policy based 
on this original theory, respon- 
gible people here think, These 
people think the Soviets won't do 
anything they think is likely to 
cause a major war now while the 
liberal, capitalist democracies are 
still strong, but the Kremlin will 
make Russia as strong as pos- 
sible, as quickly as possible, for 
the showdown it thinks is bound 
to come eventually. 

The Kremlin will build up Rus- 
sia’s strength both at home and 
abroad. It will press against fron- 
tiers that look weak. It will bare 
from within with its Communist 
party “fifth columns” all over the 
world. 

Time On Their Side. 

In the meantime Russia will 
gtall the peace-making. The Krem- 
lin wil] stall because it thinks 
from now on Russia is going to 
get stronger and the western 
world is going to get weaker. Rus- 
sia’s stalling will help weaken the 
rest of the world, too, by prevent- 
ing real peace and recovery, Rus- 
sia will recover from the worst 
ravages of the war in a few years. 
The Soviets also will have atomic 
bombs before too long, the Krem- 
lin thinks, and they will dig in 


‘the areas they have seized during 


and since the war. 

Russia will grow faster indus- 
trially than the West can, further- 
more, according to this calcula- 
tion, as its natural resources are 
greater and its population is in- 
creasing more rapidly. The west- 
ern world, the Kremlin is con- 
vinced, has neither the energy, the 
will power nor the resources to 
expand industrially on anything 
like the scale that Russia will do 
80. | 

That U. 8. Depression. 

Moreover, there is bound to be 
a terrible depression in the United 
States within the next few years, 


the Soviets think. Such a depres- 
sion will cripple both America’s 
will and its ability to play a strong 
part in world affairs, according to 
this view. It will drive millions 
of people into the arms of Com- 
munism. 

Thus the Soviets believe they 
will have things much more their 
own way a few years from now 
than they can now, so they will 
refuse to make any agreements 
te that might tie their hands 

er. 

The Russians have followed 
three different policies toward 
the United States since the war 


hen the war broke out, the 
Kremlin thought the two sides 
were fairly equal in strength. 
Therefore, the Soviets thought 
the warring nations would wear 
each other out and Russia, by 


d 
rything could to keep the 

United tates ont of the war for 

fear America would help the Allies 


win too easily. 
This calculation. proved false. It 
ussians their

national existence. 
Approaches to U. 8. 
Germans attacked 
Soviets radically 
changed their attitude toward the 
United States. The Kremlin now 
did everything it could to bring 
America into the war, and to get 
all the United States help it could. 
Among other things, the Soviets 
“promised to be They 
signed the United Nations declara- 
tion and the Atlantic . 

They proclaimed war aims 
which sounded moderate and rea- 
sonable and which they could at- 

without harm or danger to 
the ited States. The Soviets 
also soft-pedaled orthodox Marx- 
ism d seemed to be moving 
toward western policies at home. 
They talked more about “Holy 
Russia” as a nation and less about 
“the socialist fatherland of all the 
workers of the world.” 

They announced that they had 
abolished the Comintern, they re- 
laxed their pressure on religion 
and they allowed more freedom in 
other respects. 

This policy ended as and wh 


the most desperate danger of Rus- 


sian defeat ended. 

Beginning roughly at the time 
of Stalingrad, the tables were 
turned as between the United 
States and Russia, From then on, 
the Russians knew they could 
win their war against Germany, 
but the United States hadn't even 
begun to fight an all-out war in 
Europe. The United States and 
the other western Allies needed 
Russia much worse than Russia 
needed us. 

Gen. Eisenhower had 23 infan- 
try divisions for his landings in 
Normandy on D-day. The Ger- 
mans had 51 divisions in France, 
Belgium and Holland.

“The question arises,” Izvestia 
went on, “as to what caused the 
Secretary to give such an incor- 
rect appraisal of the Moscow ses- 
sion, Apparently the reason is 
that the position of the American 
and British representatives during 
the debates on the German prob- 
lem was far from trying to create 
real guarantees of a sound peace 
and the prevention of aggression.

The issue, as pictured, is wheth- 
er the British-United States zone 
shall have an over-all planned 
economy, with strong central 
agencies controlling that econ- 
omy, or a system of free enter- 
prise with only local controls. 


Clay has argued that the econ- 
omy of Germany should be en- 
couraged to develop on a free, 
competitive basis. He holds that 
any socialization must come from 
the German people’s desires and 
not by occupation forces’ man- 
date. The American commander 
expects the Germans will desire 
to socialize key industries such as 
steel and coal, but keep smaller 
assembly industries on a capital- 
istic and competitive basis, mak- 
ing the eventual Germany a com- 
bination of capitalism and So- 
cialism. 


Clay has opposed creation of 
strong central bizonal agencies 
with an over-all grip on German 
economy through strong planning, 
informants said. Robertson, on 


the other hand, has been bound 
by Britain's policy of planned 
economy and socialization and fa- 
vored creation of strong central 
agencies as the first step in this 
direction. The United States ob- 
jects that strong central agencies 
would pave the way for a strong 
central German Government, 
which American policy opposes. 
The British view is that the bi- 
zonal agencies are an interim 
matter and would not prejudice 
any eventual German Govern- 
ment’s powers. 

Clay and Robertson, who are 
personal friends and try to reach 
agreements quickly, have indicat- 
ed they may. have to ask for new 
instructions or settlements by 
Washington and London. Top 
American and British officials are 
disturbed over the differences, 
contending the future of Germany 
may depend on quick settlement. 

Both Britain and the United 
States stood firm at Moscow 
against Russia largely in the be- 
lief that the bizonal merger would 
improve western zone conditions 
by the next conference while the 
reparations-stripped zone in the 
east declined, putting the West- 
ern Allies in a much stronger bar- 
gaining position than Russia at 
the next conference. 

Disagreement and subsequent 
failure in making the bizonal mer- 
ger a success would cut much of 
the ground from under both the 
United States and Britain at the 
next foreign ministers’ meeting.

Four months have passed nes the present 
Congress convened, during which elaborate hear- 
ings have been held, but no bill has yet reached 
the President's desk. The House, it is true, has 
passed the Hartley bill, a veritable grab-bag of 


labor curbs—some of them good, some of them 


bad. Judging from his veto of the Case bill, it 
is certain Mr. Truman would veto the Hartley 
bill if it came to him in its present form. 

In the Senate, the Labor Committee has ap- 
proved another all-inclusive measure under the 
leadership of Senator Taft, While it is fairer than 
the Hartley bill, Senator Taft is attempting to 
make it more severe by offering amendments 
from the Senate floor. A move by Senator 
Morse to divide the Taft bill into sections, to in- 
sure presidential approval of at least the more 
important phases of the measure, was defeated. 


Clear Task of Congress 


Pertinent questions are asked by the ‘Courier- 
Journal of Louisville: “Do Senators Taft and Ball 
and their cohorts in Congress want a law reason- 
ably regulating labor unions? Or do they simply 
want a veto?” And the Courier-Journal answers: 
“The suspicion grows strong in Washington that 
their objective is the veto.“ Apparently, the 
theory is that, if Congress passes-e bill that the 
President cannot conscientiously sign, responsi- 
bility will be shifted to him for failure to enact 
obviously needed legislation. 

That, we submit, is not good politics but bad 
politics. If the bill which finally reaches the 
White House is an unfair, unjust measure, the 
President's veto message will make it quite clear 
wherein it is unfair and unjust. The Repub- 
licans needn't think that the country will be too 
dumb to understand the veto message, or to 
see the political motives involved. Above all, 
the independent voter, he who decides presiden- 
tial elections, will not be deceived. 

Therefore, we think the task of Congress ‘ts 
clear. It is to engage in statesmanship and not 
in politics. It is to hammer out in Senate-House 
conference a labor measure that the President 
will be compelled, in all reason, to sign; a meas- 
ure that will give the country relief from labor 
abuses; a measure that will convince the coun- 
try that both President and Congress have acted 
as statesmen and not as political tricksters. 


When Strikes Become Anarchy 


The main outlines of such a bill are already 
clearly. indicated and, in fact, are already con- 
tained in both House and Senate drafts: 

1, By far the most important need is to pro- 
tect the country from a repetition of the nation- 
wide rail, coal and steel strikes of 1946. It has 
become clear that, when strikes of this nature 
occur, they cease to be mere quarrels between 
labor and management. They victimize the en- 
tire nation. Whenever labor disputes threaten 
the health and safety of 140,000,000 people, they 
become a form of anarchy. Our economy is too 
interdependent to tolerate them. 

2. In the game sense that strikes in essential 
industry cripple the national economy, so do 
strikes in essential services cripple local com- 
munities, endangering health and safety. We 
refer, of course, to strikes in public utilities— 


water, electricity, transportation, gas. The 1946 
Pittsburgh power strike was a classic example 
of what can happen to a community. New Jer- 
sey, Virginia, Indiana and Missouri have moved 
or are moving to protect the people from utility 
strikes. The Federal Government should co- 
operate. 

3. There is general agreement, shared by many 
labor leaders, that the jurisdictional strike and 
the improper use of the secondary boycott are 
indefensible. Why should management and the 
public suffer because two labor unions cannot 
agree among themselves as to which should per- 
form a certain kind of work? The fundamental 
trouble here is in the overlapping functions of 
craft unionism, In any event, the evil has long 


cried out for remedy. 


Flaws in the Wagner Ac 


4. In more than a decade of operation of the 
Wagner Act, various flaws in that one-sided 
piece of legislation have been clearly brought 
out, The ironical fact has been brought out, for 
example, that the Wagner Act compels employ- 
ers to bargain collectively, but does not in so 
many words compel employes to do the same. 
This omission is strange in an act whose central 
philosophy was to grant to labor the precious 
right of collective bargaining! It is true the ob- 
ligation of employes, as well as employers, to 
bargain was read into the act in a recent decision 
of the NLRB. But it should he spelled out. An- 
other complaint against the Wagner Act is that 
the NLRB is prosecutor, judge and jury of cases 
that come before it. This is offensive to Ameri- 
can ideas of justice. These and other defects 
in the law should be corrected. 

5. In the last few years, there have been many 
instances where unions have deliberately vio- 
lated their solemn contracts. They have done 
so with impunity. The sanctity of contracts is 
at the bottom of our whole system of law and 


order. The bill that goes to President Truman 


should provide some fair, equitable and simple 
means of compelling unions to honor their 
pledged word. 

6. In spite of all the objections, and serious 
ones, that have been raised against the closed 
shop, to outlaw it would upset hundreds of rela- 


tionships voluntarily entered into and of long , 


standing. As to industry-wide bargaining, it is 
difficult to see why, if industry and business can 
be organized on national lines, labor cannot also 
be so organized as a natural corollary. 


A Matter of Good Politics 


There are, of course, other facets of labor- 
management relationships that need legislative 
correction. But Congress is making a serious 
mistake if it permits vindictiveness to creep into 
the measure it is fashioning. It is making a 
serious mistake if it opens itself to the charge 
of vicious labor-baiting or gives the slightest 
color to the recent accusation of the American 
Federation of Labor, in its nation-wide adver- 


‘tising campaign, that Congress would destroy 


the freedom of American labor, that it would 
enslave workingmen. Congress would never ob- 


tain the President's signature on a law that~ 


would destroy labor’s fundamental rights, and it 
would lose the confidence of public opinion. 

In the interest of keeping faith with last No- 
vember’s verdict at the polls, in the interest of 
sound statesmanship, yes, and in the interest of 
good politics, the Republican Congress should 
pass a fair and workable labor bill—one which 
will safeguard the nation from the abuses it has 
suffered from defects in the Wagner Act and 
from the ruthless, dictatorial, irresponsible ac- 
tions of some labor leaders.

The prospects for efficient police work in St.

Board of Police Commissioners has ordered a 


modern record system, The present system, as 
the Governmental Research Institute found in 
a factual survey, is seriously obsolete. For ex- 
ample, it does not even have an automatic meth- 
od to locate members of the department quali- 
fied for extraordinary assignments, such as the 
use of a foreign language in crime detection. 
The new system will be based on modern 
statistical machinery, Every significant kind of

data will be entered on punch cards. The pro- 
eess of narrowing the list of suspects, which 
looms so large in police work, will be greatly 
expedited by uncanny machines that sort the 
cards and set aside those of possible culprits. 
The machines will also deliver nearly instantane- 
ous reports showing officials where a traffic ar- 
rangement needs to be changed, where crime 
prevention is getting ahead or slipping behind 
and the like.

Desperate for Housing

Woman Confuses the Army 


From the Baltimore Sun. 


The presence of GI brides and War De 
partment female employes in Army-con- 
trolled German territory has given military 
authorities a series of administrative head- 
aches. The Army’s passion for regulations 
apparently makes no more impression on 
the American woman overseas than park- 
ing laws make on her at home. She re- 
mains a law unto herself in spite of regula- 
tions that have fitted millions of men into 
a well-ordered existence, 

Actually, of course, the Army’s attempt 
to include civilian women in its military 
environment is an experiment in socialized 
living, and most women are strong believ- 
ers in free enterprise in the fields of ro- 
mance and domesticity. Army paper work 
is not elastic enough to keep up with 
changes in marital status and places of 
residence. 

If the books say that a certain unmarried 
War Department female employe is living 
in a certain room in a certain barracks, the 
Army would like to keep it that way. So 
if that girl upsets the records by marrying 
an officer and sharing his apartment, the 
billeting officials are duty-bound to send a 
letter to the new husband saying (in ef- 
fect): “It has come to the attention of this 
office that you. are living with your wife. 
This must cease at once.” 

The Army is particularly distressed by 
the fact that its female charges tone to 


, 


produce offspring. There is only a certain 
number of billets far couples without chil- 
dren and a certain number of family billets, 
Any non-family couple which has a baby 
upsets the whole billeting system, It's un- 
military. Therefore, the Army has had to 
issue a directive defining “authorized preg- 
nancies,” and make it a rule that any ex- 
pectant mother whose condition is un- 
authorized will be sent home, 

The unauthorized pregnancy rules so far 
affect only the War Department's female 
employes in Germany, but they may be 
extended to all Army couples if families 
continue to grow in the face of an acute 
housing shortage. Only those War De- 
partment employes with an income of 
$4200 or more a year can have babies and 
remain in Germany. Those with less will 
either have to remain childless or leave the 
country. 

We do not know how the Army will make 
out with its new regulation, but non-mill- 
tary men are bound to conclude that there 
are a few things in life which defy regi- 
mentation and to rejoice at the discovery.

Here we have an example of a too sel- 
dom discovered combination: a pleasant and 
vigorous joining of sound scholarship, imag- 
inative creativity, and excelleat style. 
Charles Olson's “Call Me Ishmael” can 
make three claims with surety: it is the 
most authoritative study of Melville issued 
in 25 years; it is the most refreshing piece 
of literary scholarship since Léwes’s “Road 
to Xanadu”; and it is, in its own right, a 
paragon of terse, expressive prose, 

Olson’s study, the fruit of 12 years of re- 
search, tells of the gestation and genesis of 
Herman Melville's Moby Dick,” giving spe- 
cial stress to Melville's peculiar indebted- 
ness to Shakespeare. Under the scholar's 
guidance we are led to see as obvious bor- 
rowings and influences which heretofore 
had escaped us. The deeper meaning of 
“Moby Dick,” the structure ang purpose of 
Melville’s literary output takes on new sig- 
nificance. 

Attempting to show the impact of myths 
and of the conception of space upon this 
American author, Olson draws on a deep 
and extensive knowledge ranging from 
Greek tragedy and the laws of physics to 
Ortega y Gasset and the works of e. e. cum- 
mings. Everywhere Olson, with a daring 
unprecedented in scholarly writing, speaks 
from the shoulder, confident that he has 
at hand irrefutable evidence. Even the 
more mystical of his elaborate hypotheses 
are thus given the aura of truth.

Meeting the Deficit. 


The heart of the difficulty is 
that Western Europe is a highly 
industrialized area which cannot 
in itself become self-supporting 
and solvent. Though we may be 
abie, as Senator Vandenberg sug- 
gests, to agree on a political set- 
tlement with the Western coun- 
tries, and have “a peace program 
which at least unites those who 
can agree,” the economy of West- 
ern Europe, including Western 
Germany, can be kept going only 
as long as the Western Hemis- 
phere is able and willing to meet 
the international deficit of all of 
Western Europe. 

This could be done for a while. 
But not forever. It will have to 
be done until the Soviet Union 
assents to a general European 
settlement, which permits Eastern 
Europe (not merely Eastern Ger- 
many) to reunite with Western 
Europe. It will have to be done 
in order to induce, and in some 
measure to compel, the Soviet 
Union to agree to a general Euro- 
pean settlement. But it és plain 
“that our delegation has come back 
from Moscow without any illu- 
sions as to how difficult, how 
costly, and perhaps how danger- 
ous, such a policy is bound to be. 


No Anti-Soviet Crusade. 


In working out this policy of 
action that cannot-await com- 
promise through exhaustion,” the 
spirit and purpose which animate 
the Administration and Congress 
are of paramount importance. 

If it is undertaken in the spirit 
of an anti-Communist crusade, 
and for the purpose of uniting the 
democratic states against the to- 
talitarian, the chances of success 
are negligible.

The deficit of the West- 
ern European countries cannot be 
met, as Mr, McCloy’s recent ad- 
dress makes clear, by the World 
Bank, or by the American bank- 
ing community. The sums needed 
are too large. : 


Don’t Call It a Loan. 


The transactions are abnormal 
and altogether outside ordinary 
private finance. Nor can the defi- 
cit be met by government loans 
because in fact these sums can- 
not be paid back. They will have 
to be contributed as a national 
investment in peace and prosper- 
ity. That will mean the revival 
in some form or other of what 
was known in war time as lend- 
lease. | 
Now as we face up to the reali- 
ties of the burden, our prime con- 
sideration must necessarily be, not 
how to get the money back, but 
how to make that nfoney promote 


do that, I believe, if we allocate 
our contributions to each Euro- 
pean government separately. That 
will merely put them all on the 
dole, whereas what is needed is a 
reorganization of the bankrupt 
economy of Europe, and then, to 
make the reorganization succeed, 
a large contribution from America 
of working capital. 


Aid to the Continent. 


So after we have discussed the 
separate needs of Britain, France, 
Italy, and the rest, we should sug- 
gest to them that they meet to- 
gether, agree on a general Furo- 
pean program of production and 
exchange, of imports and exports 
to the outer world, and that they 
arrive at an estimate of the con- 
solidated deficit for as much of 
Europe as can agree to a plan. 

Such a consolidated deficit will 
be smaller than the sum of the 
separate national deficits, More- 
over, from our point of view it 
would be a refreshing -innovation 
to make our contribution not to 
many separate governments but 
to Europe—if not to all of it at 
first, then to a large part of it. 

In some such way as this the 
contribution which we must in- 
evitably make would serve not 
merely to relieve suffering but as 
a premium and inducement to the 
unification of Europe. Treated in 
this way, our financial interven- 
tion in Europe would almost cer- 
tainly be purged of the suggestion 
that we were treating Europe as a 
satellite continent in our contest

This had 
previously been challenged by the 
Americans. They had presented 
most careful, documented figures 
to show that the total to the 
United States out of Germany to 
date would be only slightly more 
than $25,000,000. This would be in 
addition to $150,000,000 to — 
000.000 of German assets in this 
country. 

— the 10-billion-dollar 
figure in the face of this showing, 
the Russians said that the patents 
we obtained in Germany were in 
themselves worth almost that 
much. This is, of course, the 
base of the reparations myth. 


Photostats to Everybody. 


It just happened that Charles 
Kindleberger of our State Depart- 
ment had, in the file on the con- 
ference table before him, a letter 
that hit right in the middle of 
that myth. The letter was written 
to the State Department by John 
C. Green, director of the office 
of technical services in the De- 
partment of Commerce. Green 
asked if something could not be 
done to get the Russians to let 
Americans have access to the 
technical information the Rus- 
sians had obtained in Germany, as 
we had done for them with what 
we got. 

The facts are quite different 
from the Soviet myth. Under 
Green's direction, immediately 
following the occupation, United 
States technicians microfilmed 
every patent in the German Pat- 
ent Office. This was not done 
secretly. When our Allies heard 
of it, they demanded copies. The 
American reply was that they 
were welcome to make copies of 
the record. 

* Thereupon the Russians com- 
missioned a German photographic 
firm to make their own set. They 
took a complete copy and, in addi- 
tion, they gave a set to the Brit- 
‘ish, the French and ope extra 
for us. So far as patents’ are con- 
cerned, the United States obtained 


did not get. 


was technical information and in- 
dustrial know-how out of German 
factories and laboratories which 
we occupied first. If the 10 bil- 
lions of value come in anywhere, 
it is here. 


Just Send a Letter. 


But the established fact is that 
the Soviet Union now has all of 
this knowledge, too. They got it 
by writing, as any American citi- 
zen or any foreigner may do, to 
the office of technical services in 
the Commerce Department. 

The only charge to the Russians 
or to anyone else was the cost of 
making the photo-duplication at 
the rate of 10 cents a page or 
of making a reel of microfilm, 
which is $6. Amtorg, the Soviet 
trading corporation in New York, 
was the agency that obtained 
copies of the know-how that had 
been exclusively ours. For this 
purpose Amtorg has paid to the 
Commerce Department several 
thousand dollars. At the Com- 
merce Department, one is told 
that the exact amount cannot be 
given out, but “several thousand 
dollars” is enough to show that 
virtually everything we got from 
Germany must have been shipped 
to Moscow by this time. 8 


Hitler Had a Saying. 


So if -it is worth 10 billions, 
our onetime Soviet ally has got 
it for the asking and “several 
thousand dollars” to pay the costs 
of copying. That is the plain, 
unadorned fact.

171 SPECIES SIGHTED 


Annual Check in City, St. 
Charles, St. Louis Counties 
and on East Side. 


A total of 171 different species 
of birds was observed when the 
St. Louis Bird Club’s annual 
spring census was conducted in 
the city, St. Charles and St. Louis 
counties and on the East Side yes- 
terday. The census was held in 
conjunction with the Bird Club's 
third bird walk of the season at 
Forest Park. 


The different number of species 
observed was somewhat less than 
was recorded last year, but club 
members attributed this to the 
floods in St. Charles county 
which inundated some of the best 
birding areas in this region, High 
winds, which are not conducive to 
flying also were listed as a reason 
for the fewer species. 

Outstanding bird of the day was 
a yellow-headed blackbird. S. B. 
Heckler, executive secretary of the 
club, said this is a western bird 
rarely found in the Middle West. 
This bird was observed by Mrs. 
Gertrude Drury, a club member. 

Other interesting finds were a 

Wilson’s phalarope, a clay-colored 
sparrow, a red-breasted nuthatch 
and a horned grebe. The nuthatch 
was observed during the club’s 
walk’ in Forest Park, participated 
in by more than 200 members and 
visitors. 
Areas, in addition to Forest 
Park, in which the census was 
conducted included Horseshoe 
Lake, near Granite City; Lake 
Park, East St. Louis; lake areas 
in St. Charles county: The Prin- 
cipia, Elsah, III., and Pere Mar- 
quette State Park at Grafton, III. 
St. Louis, because of its loca- 
tion near the Mississippi, Missouri 
and Illinois Rivers, is one of the 
richest fields for ornithological ad- 
ventures, Meckler said. All of the 
river areas are favorite stopping 
off places for migrating birds.

To the first, “Do you believe the 
B-itish Government was sincere 
in its announcement that India 
would be vacated in June 19487” 
he said, a majority answered in 
the affirmative and expressed the 
belief the government had already 
gone too far to withdraw its offer, 

Asked if they believed forejgn- 
ers were exploiting their country 
commercially, Indians replied for- 
eigners did but not as much so as 
their own native rulers. 

To the question of what would 
follow when the British leave, the 
answer was “civil war, bloodshed, 
strife,” Dr. McLaurin said. 

“Some of them told us the period 
of strife would probably extend 
over many years,” he added. “They 
regard civil war as a necessary 
step in progress,”

Following that decision, 17 in- 
fants were taken to Temple Hos- 
pital and placed in a special iso- 
lation ward. Extraordinary pre- 
cautions are being taken to pre- 
vent further spread of the dis- 

ease. 

Ample supplies of streptomycin 
are available, the spokesman said, 
and doctors are hopeful that it 
will curb the disease, a form of 
diarrhea often fatal to infants. 

At Allentown, 60 miles north of 
here, the Sacred Heart official 
disclosed that last March 15 the 
hospital admitted seven children 
suffering from the disease from 
other hospitals in the Lehigh val- 
ley community.” 

“We did all in our power, but 
these seven children and three of 
our own patients who subsequently 
contracted the disease died here,” 
the official said. It was then we 
determined to close the maternity 
ward and asked Temple to accept 
those still ill.“

wheat's down from 8 per cent to 
6 per cent; corn from 5 per cent 
to 4 per cent. Truck crops are up 
from 3 per cent to 5 per cent; 
oranges from 0.8 per cent to 1.6 
per cent; turkeys from 0.3 per 
cent to 12 per cent. This last 
is a commentary on the value of 
a ’round-the-year market instead 
of a strictly Thanksgiving af- 
fair. Another crop which has 

the character of farm- 
ing is soybeans—up from 1 per 
cent in 1924 to 1.6 per cent today. 
The United States tendency 
toward red meat is proclaimed 
by the rise from 11 per cent to 
16 per cent in cattle and calves. 

Meanwhile, the United States is 
the world’s feedbox. Europe is 
starved for foods, fertilizer and 
agricultural machinery. France 
has turned in a dismal report on 
its domestic wheat prospect—14,- 
000,000 bushels as against 240,- 
000,000 last year. 

Conceivably the purchasing 
power squeeze on domestic work- 
ers May cut down demand—as in 
butter. But that would release 
foodstuffs for abroad. And if farm 
markets showed acute weakness 
here, then Congress would be 
more amenable to vote loans for 
Europe and elsewhere. So, all 
things considered, nothing like the 
1920-21 price bust lies ahead, On 
the contrary, farm income is 
likely to be high despite oncoming 
price declines. And farm purchas- 
ing power is to be looked upon 
as. 2 stabilizing, 
‘resistant (though not recession-

WO months from now, when 
TA. goes out of existence, 

the care of nearly a million 
displaced persons in European 
camps is supposed to be taken 
over by the international refugee 
organization at present being cre- 
ated under United Nations spon- 
sorship. Yet there is danger that 
this organization will not be ready 
to undertake the job when the 
time comes. 

This was indicated the other 
day in Switzerland, at a meeting 
of the Preparatory Commission, 
by Arthur J. Altmeyer, American 
executive secretary of the refugee 
organization. Mr. Altmeyer, a 
man who likes to face realities, 
pointed out not only that his or- 
ganization would be unable to 
function unless a fifteenth nation 
signs and pays 1 per cent of the 
budget, but also that only two 
of the 14 national pledges already 
given has as yet been made un- 
conditionally.

THE TWO PLEDGES are those 
of little New Zealand and of the 
United Kingdom. The United 
Kingdom is sorely pressed for 
funds these days, and yet this 
seems to her such an inescapable 
obligation that she has made her 
pledge without strings attached. 
We in the United States, who lead 
the world democracies today, have 
still not ratified our pledge, which 
has to be made conditional upon 
appropriations by the Congress. 

ere are undoubtedly even 
greater worries on the minds of 
our legislators, but I think there 
are few moral. obligations that 
should weigh more heavily. As of 
Feb. 28, 1947, Mrs. Altmeyer re- 
ported, there were approximately 
834,950 persons in DP camps. Of 
that number, only 170,000 are 
Jews. The remaining number are 
probably two-thirds Roman Catho- 
lies and one-third Protestants and 
other religious denominations. It 
seems to me that the religious 


groups of the world should take a 
particular interest in the two steps 
that are necessary now.

UNTIL THESE PEOPLE can 
leave the camps, first of all, they 
must have at least subsistence 
care. Conditiong will be little bet- 
ter than that in the coming 
months, and it is therefore essen- 
tial that the international refugee 
organization be given an oppor- 
tunity to plan the resettlement of 
those who will not return to their 
countries of origin, 

Our second major responsibility 
is to make a gesture of accepting 
some of these people. In order to 
do that, we have to be permitted 
by Congress to use the immigra- 
tion quotas which remained un- 
used during the war years. Labor 
has voted in favor of this. There 
are rumore that the American 
Legion may change its stand, but 
as far as I know they have taken 
no action up to now. I hope with 
all my heart, since they are the 
strongest and the leading veter- 
ans’ organization, that they will 
see fit to reverse themselves and 
allow the United States to lead in 
what, after all, is for her a tra- 
ditional type of humanitarianism.

ATT BRIGGS intends cele- 

brating his return to his 

birthplace of St. Louis in two

Top-blowing ts more or less this 
native son’s specialty, for although 
actually he is a genial, jovial gent 
who resembles a rather mature 
man of distinction, he is so adept 
at apoplectic acting and such a 
master of choleric characteriza- 
tions that he has become one of 
the most consistently employed 
actors in the theater. So much 
in demand that he was engaged 
for his current role six months 


before the play went into re- 


hearsal, Briggs can feel rightfully 
that he has come a long way from 
his days as a stranded stock 
company actor in a small Mis- 
souri town, and still farther from 
his days as an insurance clerk in 
his secondary home town of 
Brooklyn. 

“St. Louisans always meke fun 


of anyone who leaves St. Louis, 


especially if he goes to Brooklyn,” 
he observed, as we discussed his 
life and times over some samples 
of a St. Louis product.

Economical 
Menus for 


Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


O MATTER where you go for 
N directions to make snow pud- 

ding, invariably you will find 
the recommendation to serve it 
with cus sauce, There are sev- 
eral reasons why this is practical. 
The sauce uses up the yolks left 
from the whites needed to make 
the pudding. It contributes more 
nutritive value than the pudding 
itself because of its yolks and 
milk content, and it adds at- 
tractive contrasting color to the 
snow white pudding. The heavy 
satiny liquid texture of the sauce 
combined with the light airy tex- 
ture of the pudding makes it pos- 
sible to produce wonderful effects 
when serving the pudding. The 
pudding may be molded in indi- 
vidual cups, in a ring or other 
large mold and when unmolded, 
the pudding may be floated right: 
in a sea of sauce. 

Snow Pudding. 

One tablespoon plain gelatin 
fone envelope), one-fourth cup 
cold water, one cup boiling water, 
two-thirds cup sugar, pinch of 
salt, one-third cup lemon juice 
(two lemons), two egg whites, 
custard sauce. 

Soften gelatin in the cold water; 
pour boiling water over it and stir 
until dissolved. Add sugar, salt 
and lemon juice and stir until 
sugar is dissolved; chill until mix- 
ture just begins to congeal. Then 
whip until very foamy. Quickly 
beat egg whites until stiff, fold 
thoroaghly into the gelatin. mix- 
ture. Cover bow! and chill in re- 
frigerator until firm. Or quickly 
turn the gelatin-egg mixture be- 
fore it begins to set into a ring 
form or into custard cups. Cover 
and place in refrigerator to con- 
geal. Just before serving time, 
pour cold custard sauce in a glass 
serving dish, unmold the pudding 
carefully and slide carefully into 
the center of the sauce. Serve in 
sherbet glasses with custard 
sauce. Five servings. 

Custard Sauce. 


One cup cfeam, one cup milk, 
two egg yolks and two whole eggs 
or five egg yolks, one-fourth cup 
sugar, one-eighth teaspoon salt, 
one-half teaspoon vanilla. 

Scald cream and milk in top of 
double boiler. Beat eggs slightly, 
add sugar and salt, and slowly stir 
in the scalded cream and milk. 
Return to double boiler and cook 
over boiling water until mixture 
just coats a metal spoon, stirring 
constantly. Remove from heat 
immediately, stir in vanilla-and 
chill. (If overcooked, custard will 
curdle. Curdled custard may often
